Cost of the 19,775 jurors called 
to the 10 civil diviisons last year 
was $106,000, but the proposed sys- 
tem would reduce pay of jurors by 
about $60,000 aud result in addi- 
tional savings in the Sheriff’s and 
Jury Commissioner's offices, the re- 
port said. Amendment of the law 
to permit the change was recom- 
mended. In the meantime, it was 
proposed that the number of jurors 
summoned weekly to each civil 
room be reduced to 35 or 40, with 
provision for furnishing a greater 
number in any court by drawing 
on surpluses elsewhere. 

Presiding Judge Beck, who at- 
tended this meeting also, addressed 
the club on the jury system. Cir- 
cuit Judge Hoffmeister, a member 
of the club, also spoke. 

W. Blodgett Priest, president of 
the new Lawyers’ Association of 
the Eighth Judicial Circuit, request- 
ed the Board of Jury Supervisors 
yesterday to permit his group to 
discuss its views on juries with the 
board. 


HOLC TO ACCEPT NEW 
APPLICATIONS UNTIL JUNE 27 


John H. Fahey, Chairman, Says 
Lending Situation Is Grow- 
ing Better. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Report- 
ing 250,000 in applications on file, 
the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion yesterday resumed acceptance 
of applications from distressed 
home owners under a bill signed 
by President Roosevelt. The cor- 
paration will receive applications 
until June 27. 

The new measure increases the 
borrowing capacity of the corpora- 
tion by $1,750,000,000. Of _ this, 
$300,000,000 is to be used for the 
Home Loan Bank system and the 
remaining $1,450,000,000 is available 
for loans. About $60,000,000 will be 
necessary to take care of the 283,- 
889 applications still pending, cor- 
poration officials estimated, adding 
that there remains $300,000,000 of 
the corporation's previous funds. 

John H. Fahey, chairman of the 
corporation, said the lending situa- 
tion was growing better with banks 
and life insurance companies re- 
financing many properties. Life in- 
surance companies, he said, have 
taken over $36,000,000 of applica- 
tions from the corporation in re- 
cent weeks. 

The number of foreclosures by 
the corporation is gradually in- 
creasing. There now are pending 
342 cases of which Fahey said 115 
are deliberate defaults. The cor- 
poration has foreclosed on 44 prop- 
erties, Fahey said, |

There was no doubt about Bar- 
ney’s superiority, in speed, punch- 
ing and all-around tactics, although 
the flashy Chicagoan was so 
weary after slugging it out with his 
rival all the way that he was bare- 
ly able to stand up in the final 
round.

own weariness and Jimmy’s final, 
desperate attempt to turn the tide. 

Ross, who won and lost two wel- | 
ter title bouts with McLarnin last 
year and abruptly discarded 
world lightweight championship six 


weeksS ago because he did 
choose to make weight for that 
class of competition any longer, 


beat McLarnin at the Irishman’s 
own game. 

Instead of simply trying to out- 
speed and outbox his rival as he did 
in capturing the crown a year ago, 
Ross stood his ground, absorbed a 
stream of left jabs that cut his 
cheek and nose, then waded in and 
outpunched McLarnin decisively in 
nearly every two-fisted exchange. 

From the fourth round on, Ross 
fought with the handicap cf a+, 
steadily bleeding nose. From the | 
seventh on, he revealed afterward, 
he was further handicapped by an 
injury to his left hand but the chal- | 
lenger’s remarkable stamina and 


heaviest- at which he has ever | 
fought, carried him along at a ter- 
rific pace until the last round. 

Barney fought off Jimmy’s most 
furious attempts to rally through 
the middie stages of the bout and

BOB EHRHARDT 
SETS 2 MARKS 
IN DECATHLON | 


Robert Ehrhardt, freshman, and 
Jimmy Johnson, defending cham- 
pion and sophomore, were far in 
front of the field in ihe third an- 
nual Washington University decath- 
lon which began yesterday. Ehr- 
hardt took three firsts, set two rec- 
ords and scored 3613.73 points. 
Johnson won one event and counted 
3446.07 points for the five events 
held. 

The other five events will be 
completed today, with one of these 
athletes favored to win the title 
and set a new point record. Action 
will begin about 4 o'clock, 

Ehrhardt’s most remarkable feat 
was in the broad jump. Competing 
for the first tim. since he had been 
a freshman in Clayton High, Ehr- 
hardt leaped 22 feet 4% inches to 
better Johnson’s old mark of 20 
feet 8 inches. He scored 810 points 
for his leap, the highest score made 
in any one event. 

His other record came in the 
400-meter run when he turned in a 
time of 52.1 seconds. The old mark 
was 52.6 seconds, by Burt Haun, 
1934. 

Today Johnson is expected to 
break his old pole vault mark of 11 
feet 4% inches, while Ehrhardt 
should take the high hurdles easily. 
In the 1500-meter run, Ehrhardt 
has the edge, but the discus and 
javelin throws are expected to de- 
cide the title. 

The record for the Washington 
U. decathlon is 6177 points and that 
total probably will be bettered by 
both Ehrhardt and Johnson.

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UNITED RELIEF PRAISED 
BY BISHOP SUARLETT 


Says Joining of Three Reli- 
gious Groups Was Valu- 
able Movement. 


Bishop Scarlett, at the annual 
meeting of the Community Council 
held yesterday at Hotel Statler, 
spoke of the formation of United 
Relief, Inc., several years ago as a 
great step forward in the accept- 
ance of community responsibility 
for the welfare of its members. 

In what appeared to be an indi- 
rect reference to criticism of Unit- 
ed Relief methods by the St. Louis 
Ministerial Alliance, Bishop Scar- 
lett said that differences of opinion 
were bound to arise, but that no 
obstacles had been presented which 
could not be overcome. 

“The values which resulted from 
the joining together of the’ three 
great religious groups, Catholic,

We 
are not in danger because it can 
only be expanded as business uses 
it. That’s the check.” 

To another question by Congress 
whether duragle goods industries 
were optimistic, Young said it de- 
pended on whether reviving confi- 
dence was shattered again or con- 
tinued and built up. 

Asked by Byrnes if these indus-
